Help the birds in your 
garden by making < 
a bird Feeder A 


You will need: 


Selection of cones 


Thread 
Peanut butter and raisins, or lard 


with stale breadcrumbs, chopped 
apple or nuts and birdseed 


Tie the thread onto your cone 


Choose your option: 

A. Squash raisins and peanut butter into the 
gaps between the cone scales. 

ou are using lard, ask an adult to gently 
heat it up, adding the breadcrumbs, chopped 
apple or nuts and birdseed. Then leave to cool. 
When the mixture has begun to thicken, but 

is still runny, dribble it in between the cone’s 
scales. Leave upright to set.
